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INTRODUCTION 


THE CANADIAN SICKNESS SURVEY 1950-51 


The object of the Canadian Sickness Survey 
was to obtain estimates of the incidence and preva- 
lence of illness and accidents of all kinds; the 
amount of medical, nursing and other health care 
received; the volume of family expenditures for the 
various types of health services; and the prevalence 
of permanent physical disabilities. The present 
bulletin is one of a series intended to provide a 
means of releasing interim information on the more 
important of the results, pending the preparation of 
a comprehensive publication containing more detail- 
ed information together with a fuller description of 
the methods used. 


The survey method consisted of personal visits 
by trained lay enumerators — in British Columbia 
the enumerators were public health nurses — to a 
sample of approximately 10,000 households distri- 
buted throughout the ten provinces in metropolitan, 
small urban, and rural areas}, Less than five per 
cent of these households refused to participate in 
the Survey. Of the remaining households over 80 per 
cent of the individuals involved remained in the 
sample throughout the survey period. All] information, 
including particulars of income, housing, and envi- 
ronment, was obtained by direct interview of a 
household informant, usually the housewife. While 
the starting date for the Survey varied somewhat 
in different provinces, in most cases a total of 
14 monthly visits were made to each household in 
the sample. In the first visit the enumerator intro- 
duced the Survey and left a special calendar design- 
ed to help the informant keep a detailed day-to-day 
record of current sickness and of expenditures on 
health care and services for each member of the 
household. During each of the succeeding twelve 
months the enumerator interviewed the informant 
and recorded the sickness experienced by each 
person since the previous visit. The final visit was 
made to review the information recorded throughout 
the whole survey period. Uniformity of practice in 
the ten provinces was maintained by frequent con- 
sultation among the agencies involved, by uniform 
instructions to the enumerators, and by the use of 
three standard record forms — a Household Record, 
an Individual] Sickness Record, and an Expenditures 
Form. Auxiliary schedules, also standardized, were 
used to record permanent physical disabilities and 
also health services which were desired but not 
obtained. 


The sample was designed to obtain estimates 
within a sampling error of 20 per cent2. Indications 
are that for almost all of the estimates the error is 
substantially smaller. Area sampling was used for 
the Survey. As a first stage the following six

domains (regions) of study were established con- 
sisting of four single provinces and two groups of 
three provinces each: 
1. Newfoundland 
2. Maritimes (including Prince Edward Island, 
Nova Scotia, and New Brunswick) 
3. Quebec 
4. Ontario 
5. Prairies (including Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
and Alberta) 
6, British Columbia 


Within each domain three types of area were 
considered — metropolitan, urban, and rural. Within 
these areas multi-stage sampling was adopted. In 
metropolitan centres, all of which were included in 
the sample, and in some of the sampled urban areas, 
the first stage of sampling was the block, the 
second stage being the household. In other urban 
areas systematic sampling from a list of households 
was used. Rural areas were divided into primary 
sampling units and grouped into strata. Within each 
stratum one primary sampling unit was selected and 
multi-stage sampling applied. The first stage was 
the selection of clusters or segments within the 
primary sampling unit while the second stage was the 
selection of households within the chosen clusters. 


In designing the sample extensive use was 
made of population, social, and economic data 
obtained from 1941 Census material. The results 
of the 1951 Census, which was taken at about 
mid-point of the survey period, provided the neces- 
sary distributions concerning persons and families 
for the calculation of weights used to inflate 
figures to national and provincial totals. The basic 
survey units for data on illness were individual 
persons, while the units for expenditures on health 
services included families, as defined in the 
Census, together with certain single persons living 
alone or with other families as roomers or relatives. 


SCOPE OF PRESENT BULLETIN 


This is the tenth bulletin in the series of 
preliminary publications of the Canadian Sickness 
Survey. The first four reports dealt with family 
expenditures for health services, the next three 
with various aspects of the volume of sickness and 
the two after that with the volume of health care. 
The present bulletin deals with illness frequency 
by diagnostic classification. It covers much the 
same field’as bulletin No.7, which gave national 
estimates of incidence and prevalence of illness by 
age and sex. Disabling illness has not been shown 
separately in the present bulletin, but it might be 
possible to do so in future compilations. 


The size of the sample of the Canadian Sick- 
ness Survey was not large enough to warrant an 
age breakdown for various diagnostic groups. How- 
ever, it has been possible to give a sex breakdown 
in most cases. A complete age and sex breakdown 
may be given for the classes of illness in a later 
bulletin. 
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CONCEPTS, DEFINITIONS AND METHODS 


DEFINITION OF ILLNESS 


An illness is defined, in this Survey, as a 
disturbance in the state of health of an individual 
reported by the informant in the form of a diagnosis, 
a group of related symptoms, or a single sympton. 
Illnesses include injuries and confinements as well 
as diagnoses of disease and undiagnosed symptoms. 


The duration of an illness is measured from the 
first onset of symptoms until the individual is free 
of symptoms pertaining to that illness. Multiple 
symptoms relating to the same diagnosis reported 
by the individual are considered one illness. 


Recurring attacks, generally of long-term con- 
ditions, are counted together as one illness if such 
attacks are not separated by more than seven days 
free of symptoms relating to the condition. Where 
the attacks are separated by a symptom-free interval 
of eight days or more, they are recorded as separate 
illnesses. 


It should be‘noted that illnesses were recorded 
as reported by informants, i.e., by the persons who 
actually suffered the illness(es) or by their house- 
hold spokesmen. Reported illnesses, therefore, are 
deviations from the state of good health as recog- 
nized by particular informants rather than deviations 
from any clinical standards. 


DIAGNOSTIC GROUPS 


The diagnostic groups in this bulletin are 
derived from the International Classification of 
Diseases, Injuries, and Causes of Death (Sixth 
Revision 1948). Each disease or injury is classi- 
fied by a code number in the International Classi- 
fication. A. diagnostic group consists of one or 
more on these numbers, and related diagnostic 
groups are put together to form classes of illness. 
Thus illnesses have been divided into 83 diagnostic 
groups and 15 classes. 


Some diagnostic groups include supplementary 
codes not covered by the International Classifica- 
tion. New numbers were introduced to allow the 
coding of undiagnosed symptoms and conditions 
which were, however, sufficiently clear to be 
assigned to a certain site or system. Otherwise 
many of these symptoms and conditions would have 
to be coded under category 795 — ‘‘ill defined and 
unknown causes of morbidity and mortality’’, where- 
by much of their usefulness would be lost. The 
following categories, not shown in the International 
Classification, have been added to the Sickness 
Survey list of Diagnostic Groups.

Besides the above mentioned new categories, 
ill-defined and unspecified diseases of the nervous 
system, eyes and ears, have been added to the 
International Classification Numbers 369, 388, and 
396 respectively. 


MEASURES OF ILLNESS FREQUENCY 


Measures of illness frequency count the number 
of illnesses and ill persons. In each of the tables 
of this publication two sets of data are presented. 
One set is based on a count of illnesses, regardless 
of the number of persons reporting these illnesses. 
The other set is based on a count of persons report- 
ing illness, regardless of the number of illnesses 
reported by each person. 


Incidence 


Figures for the incidence of illness during the 
survey year are given in Tables 1, 2, 3, 7 and 
appendix. 


Incidence is measured by the number of new 
illnesses commencing during the survey year and 
the number of persons reporting these illnesses. 
A new illness is any reported disturbance of health 
independent of any preceding illness!. Other ill- 
nesses, i.e., those reported as recurring attacks 
of previous illnesses, thus are not counted in the 
incidence of illness. Recurring illnesses are in- 
cluded at various other places in the tables, how- 
ever. 


1. Acute and infectious diseases were always treat- 
ed as new illnesses. They were composed of the following 
numbers in the International Classification: 040-108, 470, 
and 480-483 
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Calculation of the incidence of illness during the survey year may be illustrated as follows:

The example shows the illness record ‘of Person 
P (with illnesses a and b), Person Q (with illnesses 
C,, C,, and d), Person R (with illnesses e and f), 
and Person S (with illnesses g,, g,, and h). In this 
case a, b, d, e, f, and h are unrelated attacks of il]- 
ness; c, and g, are first attacks and o; and g, cor- 
responding recurring attacks of illness, In terms of 
illnesses the incidence during the survey year is 
measured by the new illnesses, b, e, f, g,, and h. 
I]]nesses a, c,, and d are not counted because they 
commenced before the beginning of the survey year. 
Ilinesses c, and g, are excluded because they were 
recurring attacks only. IlJnesses f and h are counted 
because they commenced within the survey year 
even though they extended beyond the fina] date of 
that year. In terms of persons reporting illness the 
incidence during the survey year is measured by 
Persons P, R, and S, each of whom reported one or 
more new illnesses commencing during the survey 
year, 


Prevalence 


Statistics ‘of prevalence of illness at the 
commencement of the Canadian Sickness Survey 
are presented in Tables 1, 2, 4, 7 and appendix. 
Prevalence in this case measures the number of 
illnesses in progress at the exact time the Survey 
began and the number of persons reporting illness 
at that tinie. Prevalence thus concers illnesses 
(both new and recurring) which commenced at some 
time prior to the beginning of the Survey and which 
had not yet terminated at the time the Survey began. 
It is, therefore, a point prevalence, the point being 
the beginning of the Survey. Although the dates of 
the beginning of the Survey varied between prov- 


inces!, they all fell between the seasonal extremes 
of prevalence. As there was no indication of any 
unusual disease outbreaks during that period, the 
prevalence figures shown here may be taken as a 
reasonable indication of the amount of illness 
present at any time during the year. 


Calculation of the prevalence of illness at the 
commencement of the Survey may be illustrated as 
follows:

1. The Survey started on September 1, 1950 in Que- 
bec, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta; on October 1, 
1950 in Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, New Bruns- 
wick, Ontario and British Columbia; and on November 1, 
1950 in Newfoundland. 
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The example shows the il]ness record of Person 
P (with ilJnesses a, b,, and b,), Person Q (with il]]- 
nesses c and d), Person R (with illnesses e, f,, and 
f,), and Person S (with illnesses g and h). In this 
case a, c, d, e, g, and h are unrelated attacks of ill- 
ness; b, and f, are first attacks and b, and f, cor- 
responding recurring attacks of iJ]Jness. In terms of 
illnesses, the prevalence ofillness at the commence- 
ment of the Survey is measured by the (new or recur- 
ring) illnessesin progress at that time, viz. illnesses 
a, b,, d, e, and f,. llJnesses b,, c, f,, g, and h are 
not counted because they either terminated before or 
commenced after the beginning of the Survey. In 
terms of persons reporting illness the prevalence of 
iJlness at the commencement of the Survey is meas- 
ured by Persons P, Q, and R, each one of whom 
reported one or more illnesses in progress at the 
beginning of the Survey. 


iiness Commencing in Survey Year 


The concept of illness commencing in survey 
year aims at presenting a picture of illness from 
year to year. It can be used to estimate the volume 
of illness over a number of years. 


Figures for all illnesses commencing in survey 
year (or persons reporting them) are shown in 
Tables 1, 2, 5, 7 and appendix. They include new 
as well as recurring illnesses. In Chart I illness 
commencing in survey year is indicated by illnesses 
Divce;, OF Lteas g,, and h; and persons P, Q, R, and 
S. Ilinesses b, e, f, g,, and h are new, while c,, 
and g,, are recurring. 


All Hilness in Survey Year 


Tables 1, 2, 6, 7 and appendix give figures for 
all attacks of illness (and persons reporting those 
attacks) which, for any portion of their duration, 
fell within the survey year. In other words they 
include all illnesses that existed at the commence- 
ment of survey and also all new and recurring 
illnesses. 


Summary

‘All illness in survey’? is measured by the

(a) Persons reporting new and/or recurring

PROCESSING OF DATA 
Population Universe 


The population universe from which the sample 
for the Canadian Sickness Survey was drawn con- 
sisted of the total population of Canada minus 
persons residing in institutions, military establish- 
ments, Indian reservations, and remote areas}. This 
population universe, estimated at 13,538,0007, was 
calculated from the total population of Canada, as 
recorded in the 1951 Census, with appropriate ad- 
justments for the excluded sections of the popu- 
lation. 


Adjustment to Estimates of Persons 


The estimates given in this bulletin were cal- 
culated from data obtained from a sample of about 
33,000 persons, most of whom were reported on for 
the entire survey year. A few/persons who were 
absent from the Survey for less than 31 days were 
also included in the sample. Persons who were 
born or who died during the survey year, but were 
otherwise not absent from the Survey for more than 
30 days, were included in the sample. As they were 
not in the Survey for a full year, certain adjustments 
had to be made in order to make their experience 
comparable with that of persons who were in the

Female 6,720,000. 
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Survey for a whole year. An appropriate small ad- 
justment was made to estimates of numbers of 
persons — as distinct from numbers of illnesses — 
recorded in the tables of this bulletin, in order to 
compensate for partial absence from the Survey of 
the persons mentioned. In other words, all estimates 
pertain to person-years. These adjustments mainly 
affected the following diagnostic groups:

In other diagnostic groups the adjustments did 
not produce appreciable changes. 


Accuracy of reported data 


For various reasons it was impossible to carry 
out complete medical verification on all personal 
health histories covered by the Survey. However, 
a check with physicians on a portion of the medi- 
cally attended illnesses revealed a high degree of 
accuracy in the reporting of diagnoses by infqrmants. 


Some variation in the accuracy and uniformity 
of the data must be expected. While it was the 
intention to register an} disturbance in the state 
of health of persons covered by the Survey, it is 
likely that some informants neglected to report 
minor complaints. Also, lack of uniform standards 
in the background and medical orientation of enu- 
merators may have had some effect on the strict 
comparability of their observations and reporting. 


Estimating 


The total sample was broken down into cells, 
by a division into provinces, areas (metropolitan and 
non-metropolitan) within provinces, and age-sex 
groups (five male and five female age groups) within 
areas. The total population of each cell was taken 
from the 1951 Census, with appropriate adjustments 
for excluded sections of the population. For each 
cell the ratio of total population to sample popula- 
tion was used as a weight and applied to all sample 
data pertaining to the cell. Weighted figures for 
the various cells were appropriately combined to 
provide the published estimates. These estimates 
are provisional in the sense of being subject to 
minor adjustments arising from further analysis 
of the sample material and from study and compar- 
ison of more detailed tabulations. Continuing im- 
provement of the estimates account for slight 
discrepancies between some of the figures of bulle- 
tin No. 7 and the present bulletin. 


Sampling Error 


The standard of statistical accuracy set in 
this bulletin for estimates concerning numbers of 
persons was a maximum sampling error of 22 per- 
cent!. To achieve this standard each published 
figure had to be based on a certain minimum fre- 
quency of persons in the sample reporting a diag- 
nosis. Figures fof numbers of persons that do not 
come up to the required standard of accuracy have 
not been shown. Corresponding figures for the 
number of illnesses, for rates, and for percentages 
have, similarly, been omitted. 


Rounding and Additions 


In the tables absolute numbers are given in 
thousands. Rates and averages were calculated 
from original full estimates, not from the rounded 
figures shown in the published tables. The follow- 
ing rates and percentages have been used for 
various measures of illness frequency: 

1. Rates per 1,000 population 

2. Percentages of total persons reporting ill- 

ness(es) or illnesses reported 

3. Percentages of total persons reporting a 

class of illness or illnesses of a class 


1. With a 95 percent confidence limit, i.e., no indi- 
vidual figure was allowed a chance greater than one in 
20 of exceeding a 22 percent margin of error. 
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Rates per 1,000 population were given with one 
decima] point except in Table 1, which has integral 
numbers only. Percentages drawn from the total] of 
illnesses or persons were shown with two decimals. 
Percentages from the total] of persons or il]nesses of 
a class were shown with one decimal. 


As each detailed and each total figure was 
rounded individually, addition of rounded figures 
may differ slightly from the rounded totals shown. 


It should be noted that the number of persons 
in the class of illness need not be equal to the 
total of persons in the diagnostic groups consti- 
tuting that particular class of illness, because a 
person can report more than one diagnosis in the 
same class of illness. Similarly the addition of the 
numbers of persons reporting various diagnoses or 
classes of illness will not be equal to the grand 
total for all sick persons. The grand totals in this 
bulletin give an unduplicated count of persons. 


In all tables it will be found that the number of 
persons reporting illness(es) is either smaller than 
or equa] to the number of illnesses reported. This 
results from the circumstance that some people may 
report more than one attack of an illness. 


In the case of prevalence of illness for indi- 
vidual diagnosis the number of persons is equal to 
the number of illnesses because, at any one point 
of time, a person cannot have more than one attack 
of the same illness. 


Arrangement of Tables and Charts 


The bulletin consists of seven tables, the 
first two of which are summary tables. Table I 
gives rates per thousand persons in the survey 
population for the classes of illness. In this table 
all measures of illness frequency are compared 
with one another. Rates are given both for persons 
reporting il]ness(es), and illnesses reported. In the 


second table the same data are broken down by 
diagnostic groups. No sex breakdown is shown in 
the first two tables. 


Each one of the next four tables deals sepa- 
rately with a measure of illness frequency, and 
contains two sets of rates and percentages, one 
for persons and the other for illnesses. All infor- 
mation in these four tables is broken down by sex. 


The last. table contains the estimated absolute 
number of persons reporting illness(es) and illnesses 
reported under all measures of illness frequency 
used in this bulletin. 


The appendix shows the results of combining 
related symptoms with the respective classes of 
illness. 


Two types of charts are used in this bulletin. 
Pie charts show the percentage distribution of ill- 
nesses of some important classes under various 
measures of illness frequency. All those classes 
of illness which were at least two percent of the 
total have been shown. 


Bar charts show rates per thousand population 
for various diagnostic groups. Both persons and 
illnesses have been shown. All those diagnostic 
groups which had an average of twenty-five or more 
persons per thousand population were chosen for 
graphic illustration. 


Analysis 


It is the purpose of these bulletins to release 
certain basic data as soon as possible and to leave 
more extensive tabulations and interpretations to a 
more comprehensive report (to be issued at a later 
date). For that reason no attempt is made in the 
present series of bulletins to analyse the data in 
detail. However, a brief commentary on the immedi- 
ate significance of the figures presented in this 
bulletin is given below. 


FINDINGS 


SUMMARY COMMENT 


INCIDENCE OF ILLNESS DURING SURVEY YEAR 
(Table 3, Charts 3 and 4) 
Classes of illness 


Incidence of illness consists of new attacks 
of illness and persons reporting those attacks. It is, 
therefore, of special interest to the epidemiologist. 


Diseases of the respiratory system claimed 
more victims (635.5 per 1,000 population) than any 
other disease. Indeed they had the singular dis- 
tinction of having an average of more than one 
illness per person (1,310.1 per 1,000 population). 
They contribufed as high a proportion as 58.70% of 
all] new illnesses reported in 1950-51. In terms of 


persons reporting new illness(es), 84.19% reported 
diseases of the respiratory system. This is not 
surprising if one considers that diseases of the 
respiratory system include such common afflictions 
as common cold and influenza. Moreover, the situ- 
ation was aggravated by the epidemic of influenza 
in the spring of 1951. 


Diseases of the digestive system were the 
second largest class of illness. They constituted 
7.40% of al] new illnesses, More than 165 (165.2) 
new illnesses of the digestive system were reported 
for every thousand persons in the population and 
more than 130 (130.7) persons in every thousand 
suffered from these diseases. Of the people report- 
ing new illness(es) 16.84% reported diseases of the 
digestive system.

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Other classes of illness which deserve mention 
in the count of incidence were accidents, poisonings 
and violence (accounting for 5.79% of all new ill- 
nesses), infective and parasitic diseases (5.19%), 
diseases of the nervous system and sense organs 
(3.29%), and diseases of the skin and cellular 
tissue (2.06%). 


Diagnostic groups 


The common cold was the most frequently 
experienced disease. Out of every one thousand 
persons in the population 398.8 persons caught a 
cold. Colds alone constituted 29.54% of all new 
illnesses reported during the survey year, and 
accounted for more than half (50.4%) of all new 
illnesses of the respiratory system. More than 
half (51.38%) of all persons reporting new il]ness(es) 
reported a cold as one of their complaints some 
time or other during the year. The average number 
of attacks of common cold for every one thousand 
persons in the population was as high as 659.9. 


The next biggest diagnostic group consisted 
of influenza with respiratory and nervous manifes- 
tations, and influenza unqualified. These kinds of 
influenza affected 348.4 persons per thousand 
population, and represented 18.99% of the total of 
new illnesses. An average of 423.7 attacks per 
1,000 population was recorded for this diagnostic 
group. 


Of the other diagnostic groups, disorders of 
function of stomach and other diseases of stomach 
and duodenum affected 67.7 persons in every one 
thousand population. Headaches, symptoms referable 
to limbs and back, and influenza with digestive 
manifestations had an average of Jess than 43 per- 
sons affected per thousand population. 


PREVALENCE OF ILLNESS AT COMMENCEMENT 
OF SURVEY 


(Table 4, Charts 5 and 6) 
Classes of illness 


A prevalence count of illness depicts the state 
of ill health in a community at a given point of time, 
e.g., the day on which the Sickness Survey began. 
If the first day of the Survey is regarded as a repre- 
sentative day, a similar picture of illness may be 
visualized for any other day of the year after an 
appropriate allowance has been made for seasonal 
variations. 


The small size of the sample prevented the 
presentation of reliable estimates of prevalence for 
a large number of diagnostic groups and classes 
of illness. At the -commencement of the Survey 
85.4 persons were sick per thousand population. 
As usual, diseases of the respiratory system claim- 
ed the highest number of victims (16.7 per 1,000), 
and constituted the largest class of illness (17.28% 


of all illnesses reported at the commencement of 
the Survey). Nearly one-fifth (19.53%) of the sick 
persons reported an illness of the respiratory system 
as one (or the only one) of their complaints. How- 
ever, compared with incidence of illness, diseases 
of the respiratory system formed a comparatively 
smaller proportion of the total prevalence. This 
might be attributed to the fact that many respiratory 
diseases, especially common cold and influenza 
comprises short term illnesses. 


Diseases of the circulatory system were the 
second largest class of illness which prevailed at 
the commencement of the Survey (Chart 5). They 
contributed 12.91% of all illnesses in progress at 
that time. The appearance of diseases of the cir- 
culatory system as the second largest class of 
prevalence of illness seems to suggest that they 
were mostly composed of long term ailments, and 
so had in proportion to their number a greater 
chance of being found present at a given point of 
time. In other measures of illness frequency the 
second place was occupied by diseases of the 
digestive system, which took a fourth place inthe 
count of prevalence of illness. Diseases of the 
circulatory system affected 12.5 persons per thou- 
sand population. 


It is interesting to note that accidents, poison- 
ing and violence which formed the third largest 
class of illness in all other measures of illness 
frequency were conspicuous by their absence in 
the count of prevalence of illness. In prevalence of 
illness the sample frequency of the number of per- 
sons reporting illness(es) on account of accidents 
was so smal] that reliable estimates could not be 


prepared, 


In prevalence nearly half of all illnesses were 
composed of the diseases of the respiratory, circu- 
latory, and digestive systems, and diseases of the 
bones and organs of movement. The prominent 
position occupied by diseases of the circulatory 
system and diseases of the bones and organs of 
movement is an evidence of their long term nature. 


Diagnostic Groups 


Among diagnostic groups the largest rate of 
prevalence was reported for common cold (8.5 per 
thousand population), but the prominence of this 
diagnostic group was less pronounced for preva- 
lence than for other measures of illness frequency. 
Common cold represented 8.72% of all prevalent 
illnesses and 50.4% of the prevalent iJJnesses ofthe 
respiratory system. 


Diagnostic groups which were comparatively 
more important in prevalence than in other illness 
frequency measures included symptoms referable to 
limbs and back (5.3 persons per thousand population) 
and diseases of heart (without hypertension), and 
rheumatic fever (5 persons per thousand population).

Classes of illness 


Illness commencing in the survey year includes 
both new and recurring illnesses but it excludes 
illnesses found in progress at the commencement of 
the Survey. It is therefore a useful concept for 
measuring illness frequency from year to year with- 
out a duplicate count of illnesses lasting from one 
year into the next. 


The chart for classes of illness commencing 
during the Survey (Chart 7) contains all the classes 
shown on the incidence chart (Chart 3) plus dis- 
eases of the bones and organs of movement. Proba- 
bly the explanation is that the diseases of the 
bones and organs of movement, including many 
chronic conditions, did not have many new attacks, 
but they emerged on the chart for illness commenc- 
ing during the survey year which shows new as well 
as recurring illnesses. 


This class contributed 2.15% of all illnesses 
commencing during the survey year and 5.04% of all 
persons reporting i]]ness(es) commencing during sur- 
vey year, The averages perthousand population were 
estimated to be 39.8 persons and 51.8 illnesses. 


The general pattern of illness commencing in 
the survey year for the more important classes of 
illness was not unlike that of incidence. Diseases 
of the respiratory system accounted for a smaller 
proportion of illnesses in the former than in the 
latter measure (54.96% as against 58.70%), but tre 
reverse was the case for diseases of the digestive 
system (7.80% as against 7.40%). The smaller 
proportion of illnesses of the respiratory system in 
the measure for illness commencing in the survey 
year is explainea by the fact that they stemmed 
from diseases which seldom included recurring 
conditions (common cold, influenza with respiratory 
and nervous manifestations, and influenza unquali- 
fied. (See footnote 1, page 6). 


Diagnostic Groups 


For illness commencing in survey year a rate 
of more than 25 persons per thousand population 
was recorded for 15 diagnostic groups. Apart from 


the addition of other diseases of the ear, these 
were the same diagnostic grouns which appeared on 
the incidence chart (Chart 4). The rates for acute 
and infectious diseases like common cold, influenza 
with respiratory and nervous manifestations, influ- 
enza unqualified, influenza with digestive manifes- 
tations and measles, etc., remain unchanged, In 
other diagnostic groups the rates are higher for ill- 
ness commencing in Survey year. 


ALL ILLNESS IN SURVEY YEAR 
(Table 4, Charts 9 and 10) 
Classes of iliness 


All illness in the survey year includes illness- 
es that were found present at the commencement of 
the Survey plus new and recurring illnesses record- 
ed during the survey year. This measure of illness 
frequency is useful for estimating the volume of 
sickness in a calendar year. 


Diseases of the circulatory system which 
accounted for 12.91% of prevalence of illness 
(Chart 5), appeared again on the chart for all ill- 
néss in survey year with a much reduced proportion 
(2.21%): They did not appear at all on the charts 
for incidence or illness commencing in survey 
year. It might be inferred that they were long term 
illnesses. On the average 55.4 illnesses and 44.1 
persons per thousand population were recorded for 
diseases of the circulatory system. Of the people 
reporting any illness(es) 5.48% suffered from these 
diseases. For most other classes of illness under 
the measure ‘‘all illness during survey year’’ the 
pattern of illness remained approximately the same. 


Diagnostic Groups 


There is not much change in the position 
of principal diagnostic groups under all illness 
during survey year. Common cold, influenza with 
respiratory and nervous manifestations and influ- 
enza unqualified continue to remain well ahead of 
all other groups. Besides these two groups dis- 
orders of functions of stomach and other diseases 
of stomach and duodenum, acute pharyngitis, and 
symptoms referable to limbs and back were the only 
three diagnostic groups which had rates in excess 
of 50 persons per thousand population. ;
